Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 


Gregory Dark's Snake Pit 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The film poster contains a barrage of photographs expressly presenting sexual acts and nudity. 
The graphic detail of this is overwhelming in spite of the small size of the majority of the 
photographs. Women appear as the focal point in all of the photographs, with their bodies posed 
as objects for sexual perusal. This objectification is degrading. In addition, the photograph on the 
back cover of the woman being "bitten" on the nipple and genitals by glove puppets in the shape of 
a dog and a pig is considered to be a degrading portrayal. The animal symbols used trivialise the 
woman's nakedness and sexuality, presenting her as vulnerable to whatever the men choose to 
inflict upon her. Due to the extent and combination of these presentations, with the impact of the 
still imagery, the Classification Office considers that if it were submitted under si 3(1) of the FVPC 
Act, the video slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable. Therefore, the video slick is 
not approved.
